Ex-GI Trying

LONDON IB—Scotland Yard held 
on today to a 6-year-old U. S.-bom 
boy while his ex-GI father 
tried 
to find a legal way to take him 
back to his home in Brooklyn. 
The father, Harry Hillers, a 36- 
year-old house painter, and his son 
Jim m y were nabbed last night as 
they were about to board an air­ 
liner for New York. Hillers’ es­ 
tranged German wife accused him 
of abducting the child from her 
home in Stuttgart. 
The boy and his father spent last 
night in a police station near the 
airport, but Scotland Y ard em pha­ 
sized no charges had

concern is to prevent the departure 
of the boy pending the receipt of 
information from G erm any.”

Eisenhower’s plan also called for

THE PRESIDENT told Congress 
the total private medical bill of the 
nation now 
exceeds $9 billion a 
year, an average of nearly $200 a 
family, and still is rising. 
He said the emphasis in dealing 
with the problem must remain es­ 
sentially on private care, but that 
the government must help. 
Although Eisenhower did not go 
into detail on what he meant by 
“ re insurance.” he apparently had 
in mind something along the gener­ 
al idea of the system by which the 
government insures bank deposi­ 
tors against loss.

High Court 
Raps Ohio's 
Film Censors 
WASHINGTON (JV-The Supreme 
Court ruled unanimously today that 
New York State and Ohio improp­ 
erly censored 
two 
controversial 
movies. 
New York 
had 
forbidden 
the 
showing of the sexy French film. 
j “ La Ronde,” and Ohio censors had 
banned the crime movie “ M.” 
New Yolk s censors called “ La 
j Ronde” immoral. Ohio said “ M” 
was harmful to the public. 
The cases were carried to the 
highest tribunal in the contention 
that any censorship of movies vio­ 
lates the constitutional guarantees 
of free speech and press 
The high court announced its ac­ 
tion in a brief order which said only 
that judgments given by the highest 
courts of Ohio and New York were 
reversed. The state courts had held 
that the pictures could in* censor­ 
ed. 
The tribunal gave no indication 
in its order today as to how far- 
reaching its decision may be so far 
as the movie industry is concern­ 
ed. 
. It merely cited a 1952 decision 
which held that movie, are entitled 
to the constitutional guarantees of 
free speech and press. The court 
said at that time, however, that 
these guarantees do not give abso­ 
lute freedom to show every sort of 
picture at all times.

BELGRADE to — The Yugoslav 
Communist p arty ’s central 
com­ 
mittee has expelled Vee Presdent 
Mlovain Djilas from its ranks af­ 
ter hearing President Marshal Tito 
denounce his top aide. Tito said 
Djilas attempted to “ liquidate” the 
Red party in Yugoslavia and sought 
to adopt the capitalistic system. 
Immediately after the IOO m em ­ 
ber committee, meeting yesterday 
in extraordinary session, issued its 
unanimous decree firing him, Dji­ 
las resigned as chairman of the 
Yugoslav Parliament. 
Ile also repented 
his 
actions, 
confessing that his 
attitude 
had 
been wrong. He denied that he op­ 
posed Tito and swore he still was 
a “ true M arxist.” 
Djilas’ purge 
from 
the 
party 
leadership climaxed the most dis­ 
rupting politico-social controversy 
among Yugoslavia's rulers 
since 
the war. 
The storm burst after the 41- 
year old partisan fighter wrote a 
series of articles in the party news­ 
paper Borba proposing modifica­ 
tions in the Red setup 
Djilas proposed in his articles 
that the Communist party become 
more of a “ discussion group” and 
less an active organ of administra­ 
tion. He also called for modern-day 
revaluation of the basic principles 
of Marx and Lenin. He even charg­ 
ed that some administraton lead­ 
ers had sought special privileges,

The proposed use of government 
surpluses, which Benson says now 
exceed S5l? billion, would 
be

BENSON TOLD the Senate com ­ 
mittee that President Eisenhower 
had authorized him 
to announce 
the plans for the expanded use of 
farm surpluses abroad, in advance 
of the 
chief executive’s 
budget 
m essage which is scheduled to go 
before Congress 
Thursday. 
The 
secretary said this message would 
set forth the President * new pro­ 
posal. 
Details of how the overseas sur­ 
plus program would 
be 
handled 
were not specified by Benson. 
He did say the $1 billion worth 
of surpluses would be used over a 
three-year period to “complement 
our general program of economic 
and technical d e v e l o p m e n t ” 
abroad. 
Benson said the plan for using 
the $1 billion worth of surpluses 
to help other countries wuold go 
into effect only if the adminis­ 
tration’s new farm program is 
adopted. 
Benson said the nation has reach­ 
ed a point w here it must make “ a 
tough, realistic appraisal of our 
overall farm program.” 
Stating he realized some m em ­ 
bers of Congress want to continue 
the present program of high, rigid 
supports. Benson said ne wished to 
invite the lawm ckers’ attention to 
the big buildup of surpluses. 
He said the present price sup­ 
port fund of $6.7 billion is running 
low and an additional Si3* billion 
will be needed for this year.

jor role in his long and compar­ 
atively healthy life.

OUTBREAK OF BROTHERLINESS that 
graced New York City’s exchange of its 
old mayor for a new should not be perm it­ 
ted to pass into history unaccompanied by 
widespread comment. It could have been 
surpassed only if Bill O’Dwyer, who re­ 
signed as m ay or and was forthwith sent to 
Mexico as am bassador by Trum an, had 
reappeared at the swearing in ceremonies 
in the flesh. 
The first thing that struck the eye was 
the benevolence of the outgoing chief m a g ­ 
istrate, one Impelleteri, who in the elev­ 
enth hour nam ed two recent political foes 
to high and well-salaried public office. Be­ 
fore anyone could say “O’D w yer!” the 
spirit of love-thine-enemy had overcome 
the new mayor, one Wagner. 
Now it was Imppelleteri himself who was 
n a m ed to a judgeship that, after two years 
at $19,500, will bring him a life pension of 
$20,000. 
Glowing with righteous satisfaction, the 
pair so lately at each other’s throats join­ 
ed in gently rejecting suggestions of a 
“ deal.” And, in truth, the word does fall 
short of the grandiose circumstances, just 
as what Impelleteri got seems less a polit­ 
ical plum than possibly a watermelon. 


STATES TO FORE 
NEW MOVES ARE AFOOT to m ake la­ 
bor unions more responsible and increas­ 
ingly responsive to local authority. All 
that is necessary is for states to assert 
their proper role in labor relations. Tinker­ 
ing with the Taft-Hartley Act is not in­ 
volved. 
This would redress an abnormal situa­ 
tion that has prevailed since labor legisla­ 
tion of the early thirties pushed the individ­ 
ual states out of the picture. But since then 
m any states have acted to defend them ­ 
selves 
against 
what they regarded as 
harmful features 
of federal labor law, 
mainly the union shop. 
Today 13 states have right-to-work laws, 
and others are studying similar legislation 
to guarantee the citizen’s freedom of choice 
as to job and union membership. 
Significantly, even Congress is looking 
toward the states to undertake closer con­ 
trol of certain union practices. Representa­ 
tive Smith of Kansas, chairman of a House 
Labor subcommittee, will soon introduce 
a bill to place union welfare funds under 
state supervision as in the case of insur­ 
ance companies.

Was it because one of the parties was 
rich or was it that both of the parties were 
so often married? I know of a man, a ref­ 
ugee with a title, who has made a special­ 
ty of m arrying American girls of a sort 
who provide him with an annual stipend 
and then pay him off to rid themselves of 
an incubus. It is a sort of alimony for 
males. I have often wondered why these 
girls go through all the trouble. I am told 
that he dances divinely, but surely expert 
dancers could be hired for less without the 
involvement of multiple m arriage.

He indicated drastic steps to cut 
the highway death toll may result 
from the campaign 
Patrolman Greene listed six bas­ 
ic rules for winter driving as fol­ 
lows:

1. ACCEPT YOUR responsibil- , 
ity. Always be prepared to meet 
the hazards of winter driving. You 
can’t expect tho weatherman to 
take the blame for your accidents, 
2. Get the “ feel” of the road. 
When you are driving slowly, away 
from traffic, try brakes occasion-- 
I ally to find out just how slick the I 
road is. And above all, drive slow-- j 
ly, adjusting your speed to road 
I and weather conditions. 
3. Keep the windshield c l e a r . 
Steam, snow, ice and sleet 
may 
cloud car w i n d o w s and wind­ 
shields. Be sure windshield wipers 
and defrosters are in top working 
condition. 
4. Use tire chains when there 
is ire or snow on the roads, Re 
inferred chains will cut stopping 
distances a liont half. 
5. Pump your brakes rapidly to 
slow down or stop. Jamming on 
the brakes when roads are 
slip- 
; pery can throw you into a danger- j 
J ous skid. 
H. Follow at 
a safe distance. 
Keep well 
back of the vehicle 
ahead so that you will have plenty 
of room to stop in an emergency. 
Remember that 
even with tire 
chains it takes more than 
twice 
the distance to stop on snow and 
ice as it does to stop on dry con­ 
crete without chains.

WASHINGTON WI—'This isn't a 
town w here they keep live m en 
on pedestals. T hey sta rt looking 
for the clay in the feet. 
P resident Eisenhow er has m et 


this fate. The m ilitary hero th a t 
everybody knew has become af­ 
te r a y e a r in office the m an in 
the White House that nobody here 
seem s quite s i r e about. 
W hat do they say 
about 
Ike 
now in A m e ric a’s leading whisp­ 
ering gallery? He has both sup­ 
porters and opponents puzzled. 
H ere is a sam pling of the kind 
of re m a rk s you h ea r about him: 
“ T here probably isn’t a person 
in W ashington who hates E isen­ 
how er.” said a neutral observer, 
“ but it m ig h t be better if he w ere 
hated. Strong P residents have to 
m ake en em ies.” 
“ H e’s a fine m a n ,” com m ented 
a v eteran D em ocratic legislator, 
“ but h e ’s in the wrong field.” 
“ The old politicians here are 
still jealous of him because they 
don't like to see someone they 
think of as an am ate u r hit the 
jackpot,” re m a rk e d another. 
“ E isenhow er still has the peo­ 
ple behind I im ,” said a R epubli­ 
can supporter, 
“ but he h a sn 't 
used his strength. Most of the R e­ 
publicans here rode back into of­ 
fice on his coattails and they 
know it. It is tim e to let them 
know he is aw are of th a t fact, 
too, 
and 
s ta rt 
knocking 
their 
heads to g eth er instead of m a k ­ 
ing concessions.” 
But it isn ’t easy to knock to­ 
gether the heads of senators or 
congressm en. And no P resid en t 


who has done it ever m anaged 
to m ake them like it. 
Eisenhower, the m ilitary lead ­ 
er, welded in w a r an Allied unity 
above p artisanship. He has p a s ­ 
sionately sought to find a form ­ 
ula for national political unity in 
peace. 
M any an oldtim e politician here 
feels that quest Stamps him as a 
hopeless 
a m a te u r 
in 
politics, 
which they feel is a patchwork 
a rt of com prom ise m ore often 
than it is a m an on a white horse 
leading an arm y to a direct ob­ 
jective 
To see how Ike has fared p e r­ 
sonally in his 
political 
w ar 
I 
w ent this week to his first press 
conference of the new year. R e­ 
porters have com plained about 
som e of his conferences, but m ost 
of them liked this one. 
The room w as jam m ed . E isen­ 
how er stepped in with a springy 
stride, grinning br >adly. Televis­ 
ion has been 
unkind 
to 
him , 
som etim es m aking him look old 
and tired. In the flesh he is in 
the pink of health, buoyant and 
v ibrant and alm ost 
as 
young- 
looking as I re m e m b e r him ten 
y ears ago, when he briefed w ar 
correspondents on the approach­ 
ing Sicily larding. 
The reporters bom barded him 
with questions. Eisenhower shot 
his answ ers back 
quickly 
and 
crisply. 
The 
sentences 
cam e 
clean and firm . T here w ere no 
ram bling re m a rk s that dribbled 
into silence. 
The thing th a t struck in my 
m ind after the conference w as 
the way Eisenhower, replying to 
a question about his legislative 


p ro g ra m , had said for th em to 
m ak e no m istake abou'. 
it 
he 
w as going to work for the e n a c t­ 
m ent of what he 
thought 
was 
good for the country. Then he 
clam p ed his jaw, and th ru st out 
his rhin. It is a fighting m a n 's 
chin. 
When I rem arked on this to a 
v e te ra n reporter who had a tte n d ­ 
ed the conference he said: 
“ T h at is w hat everybody here 
is w ondering—how far h e’ll stick 
out his chin for 
hfc 
own 
pro­ 
g r a m .”

For this conference is the result 
of multiple pressu res from the peo­ 
ple of the world, expressed or im ­ 
plied, upon their leaders to m ake 
some effort tow ard peace beside

In Stalin's later years, thanks 
thanks m ostly to him, the West 
and Russia w ere not on speaking 
term s. F a c e to face, th at is. lf 
they talked i t all it w as across 
continents in i n t e r v i e w s and 
speeches or through am b assa d o rs 
or notes. 
When M alenkov succeeded Stalin 
and m u m bled about peace, the Al­ 
lies saw a chance to show the rest 
of the world they at least would 
like to b reak the ice. They pep­ 
pered Moscow with requests for a 
conference. 
T hat Molotov agreed to go to 
Berlin is probably due 
m ore to 
concern about how R ussia would 
look if he refused than hope, or 
desire, for peace or any willing­ 
ness to yield an inch.

So far, by its tactics and p ro p a ­ 
ganda, R ussia h as done extrem ely 
well in helping Western 
Europe 
stay divided. The hope of a single 
arm y looks m ore forhirn daily. 
At Berlin, if Molotov continues 
these tactics, as he undoubtedly 
will, 
by 
playing off the United 
States, B ritain and F ran ce against 
one another, weakening their al­ 
liance, his mission in Russian eyes 
will he a g re a t success. 
The th re e Allies c a n ’t play off 
Molotov ag ain st anyone, unless it 
is world opinion, of which Moscow 
is aw a re but to which it never 
m akes basic concessions. 
Since W estern G erm any — r e ­ 
arm ed or u n arm e d — is the key 


to any settlem ent in Europe, the 
Berlin conference seem s doomed 
not to open the innerm ost door to 
peace.

Dulles said only 
last week a r e a rm e d W estern G er­ 
m any m ust be tlftN&iundation tone 
of Allied strength in Europe.
